ay it pleaſe your Majeſty, Auguſt 12, 1690. 
LL that Concern, Anxiety, Joy, or Fear, can bring, being on me almoſt 
at once, at leaſt by near ſucceeding Fits, your Majeſty cannot blame me 
if I long to be freed of them, by a full Confirmation of the Succeſs in Ireland, 
and the Death of the Prince of Orange; that the King is ſafe, and your Majeſty 
once again happy in ſeeing him, and having ſo near a Proſpect of Whitehall. 
Hoping this will be ſoon with your Majeſty, I cannot hinder myſelf from ſaying, 
that the firſt Steps on Engl;/bþ Ground are moſt dangerous, and that therefore great 
Care is to be had how they are made as to Treaty, if that be abſolutely neceſſary, 
which I hope in God it ſhall not; but if it is, all the Rocks we have ſplit upon 
muſt be minded, fo as that in Time coming we may not be in Danger of the fame 
Fate. Theſe Rocks are obvious. Beſides the Oaths, and Penal Laws, * Diſ- 
| ſenters 
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{enters from the Church of England, there is the Standing Army of Foreigners, the 
Power of Money, the exdrbitant Uſurpations of Parliament, the Trial of High- 
Treaſon or other Crimes againſt the Crown by Juries, the Habeas Corpus ASE, 
and ſuch like, which if not regulated more advantageouſly for the Crown, or quite 
aboliſhed, I can ſee no Comfort the King can have of his Crown, or Safety the 
Subjects can have from their own Follies. | 

There is a great Conſideration of forming the Party the King wall chend to go- 
vern by, for by a Party a factious State muſt ſtill be maſter'd, endeavouring to 
uſe all equally in it being a certain Way to loſe all; and that your Majeſty may 
well remember was an Opinion I have had of a long Time, and might have done 
good then, as Experience thews now, 

This Party ought to be of Men of try'd Loyalty, for with our Countrymen 
there is no tutling, to new Men, nor to Probability ; lv corrupt our Blood is 
pen by hereditary Rebellion apaintt God mil the King, Ot this Party, greater 
Care is yet to be hadl of forming the Court, both in Reyard to the Kiny's, and to 
your Majelly's Servants, that the Perfons compoling it may be tuch; as dart back 
the Beams of Glory they receive, that is, doe Honour to your Majcity from whom 
they receive it; that they be of the beſt Blood, and prudenteſt, honetteſt, and 
loyaliſt Principles, ſuch as may make others impatient and ambitious to come into 
the Number, not ſuch as we have ſeen in ſome Times paſt. | 

Thole amongſt them, who are in Authority over others of them, be Men of 
Order, and have Qualitications as well as Quality, to get Reſpect, and to force Obe- 
dience, that Things may look with that Regularity, which becomes the Service 
of ſo great a Monarch ; and it were to be wiſh'd that the Way of ſerving were 
put into a more modern Dreſs, Above all Things Care muſt be had, that ſuch 
as have been active in the King's Service, in his Abſence, be well rewarded, and 
all Advantages taken to puniſh ſuch as have been the ker, or Promoters, of 
this Rebellion, and if the King be forced to Pardon, let it be as few of the Rogues 
as he can, and with a watchful Eye over them, remembering that King David 
pardoned Hine at his Return to Feruſalem, but took Care that he ſhou'd ſooner 
or later feel the Smart of his Wickedneſs the firſt failing he made. 

Such as are excepted, no Pardon ſhould ever be allowed, and amongſt theſe 
ſhould be as many of thoſe Families, where Father and Son, both are engaged or 
ſuch as have been hereditarily diſſoyal, for from ſuch there is no more Loyalty to 
be expected than Religion from the Devils, — it is not in their Nature, and Re- | 
bellion is like the Sin of Witchcraft : Neither can repent. One Thing has brought 
another, and when I begin to conſider, all this is plainly impertinent to your Ma- 
jeſties, who underſtand your Affairs infinitely better than any other; but it's the 
Nature of true Concern, to be anxious for every Intereſt of the Perſons it regards, 
and though I err, yet it is well meant, and I know your Majeſty's Goodneſs 
will, pardon me; and though on this Subject J have much more to add, yet re- 
ipectfully I ſhall make my Fault no — at this Time, and at this Di- 
e. 

If this comes ſafe to your Majeſty's Hands before any new. Orders be ſent me, 
it will be more than Time to ſend them, for as ſoon as the Confirmation of this 
new Hered, the Prince of Orange his Death ſhall come, all that 1 is to — expected 


from this will be immediately done.
